ABOUT MATERIALS. 


A great deal of money is lost annually in 





the packing trade by the use of cheap and 
impure materials in curing meats. There is 
an element of false economy in such methods. 
Take the question of pickling. No two hogs 
yield meat of equally good quality, but even a 
meat otherwise prone to decomposition can 
be effectually cured by a conscientiously pre- 
pared pickle, while the best of meat cannot be 
expected to keep if such articles as sugar, 
salt or water contain impurities which neces- 
sarily induce fermentation. 

Too much attention cannot be given to such 
an important question, for a diseased ham 
will almost invariably affect its neighbors and 
spoil them. 

If it is undoubtedly true that some hogs, 
whose meat.is so peculiarly affected that they 
would seemingly never make good cured arti- 
cles, a judicious use of disinfectants of a 
harmless nature can stop incipient putrefac- 
tion and save for use what might otherwise 
be regarded as valueless. 

Negligence in the selection of proper mate- 
rials for pickling averages itself very often by 
a loss out of any proportion to the almost 
insignificant expense of a proper control of 
the process. Now the secret of good dried 
beef lies in the pickle. The different pickles 
constitute the difference in flavor of the fin- 
ished product, the ingredients of the liquid en- 
tering the meat and combining with its albu- 
men into various chemical compounds, Thus, 
the peculiar pickle best adapted to a certain 
the beef itself by 
chemical analysis which, aiding the packer’s 


brand can be traced in 
practical knowledge, enables him to turn out 
an article equal to his competitors. 

With even a lifelong, practical knowledge, 
packers often fail to find the true causes of 
their losses, for no eye, no matter how ex- 
perienced, and no knowledge, no matter how 
practical, can detect a faulty composition in 
the materials entering packinghouse products.

Replying to your letter of the 5th inst., I 
would state that in the case of the prosecu- 
tion brought by the government against an 
employé of one of the Kansas City packing- 
houses for alleged attempt to bribe inspectors, 
it was held by the District Court that the 
meat at the abattoir in question has not en- 
tered interstate commerce, and the case was 
dismissed. Being a criminal prosecution no 
appeal could be entered by the government, 
and the matter was necessarily allowed to 
rest. 

The decision does not affect the right of the 
government to maintain the present system of 
meat inspection. nor will it be necessary to 
change our methods of procedure to any im- 
portant degree. 


In going into this matter we make no com- 
ments on the suit to which Secretary Wilson 
refers. We believed that our Kansas City 
contemporary waé in error, and the informa- 
tion given above by Mr. Wilson will be suf- 
ficient proof for our friends in that city that 
government meat inspection will be contin- 
ued, and for their benefit, we hope.

THE TURN TO HIGHER PRICES—AT 
TIMES AN UNPRECEDENTED AD- 
VANCE—THE SPECULATORS 
DRIFTING FROM GRAIN TO PRO- 
VISIONS—OUR PREDICTIONS COM- 
ING OUT—A LOOKED FOR SHARP 
IMPROVEMENT BEFORE THE NEW 
CROP. 

The position that we had taken for some 
time that it was only a question of a little 
while before the hog products would find a 
decidedly higher level of values has been 
borne out by the week’s developments. The 
hog products had been in a peculiar position 
for several days and hesitated before they 
splurged to the radically higher figures and 
which came about on Wednesday of this 
week. The speculative sentiment of the coun- 
try had been on grain, while essentially the 
entire outside interest had made money. It 
left it encouraged to take hold of the next 
speculative commodity when it thought grain 
had been carried up to about its limit. The 
feverish grain temper gave signs on Monday 
of this week of having about culminated; 
there was upon that day a wild rise in prices, 
and reactions were in order from figures that 
looked extreme in any emergency of foreign 
markets over the cash situation and their 
urgent need of the grain. On Tuesday the 
wheat deal made a plunge downward on its 
July option and thus sent the speculators 
who are accustomed to stand in temporarily 
and only occasionally out of it in good part 
for a turn. Therefore on Wednesday morn- 
ing came the shifting of this outside element 
to hog products. Irregularly and by moder- 
ate spurts the advancing tendency began, but 
as the tone gathered force a great crowd of 
the outsiders were ready to get in, and with 
the help of the packers, with Cudahy and Ar- 
mour especially standing in as large buyers, 
prices were carried up by the close of the 
day 80@85 per barrel on pork, 65 points on 
lard and 45 points on ribs. We regard the 
market as likely to be worked up and down 
for a while now on manipulation with the 
taking in of profits, but that, its course is 
likely to be in the end to a materially higher 
basis, and which seems to be pointed out by 
the general situation, and particularly in the 
moderate stocks and the fact that Europe 
must remain a steady large buyer of supplies 
up to the new crop season. If the outsiders 
are not diverted from hog products again by 
renewed excitement in wheat the packers will 
not be able even now to resist the pressure 
from a speculative wave, and there would be 
a further near advance. The country has 
the impression that hog products are good 
property, while they had been holding off for 
some little time from them because the flighty 
tendency of wheat offered temporarily securer 
and larger profits. The packers found on 
Wednesday that they could not stand out 
against the outside whirl of buying orders, 
and they stepped in and bought themselves 
quite as largely as the country speculators. 
Yet the packers under ordinary demands 
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would not favor any such rise as has taken 
place this week, and by reason of the larger 
marketing of hogs. While the swine had 
been arriving freely for several days before 
the rushing up of prices, yet on Wednesday, 
the day of the most important advance in the 
products, there were the largest supplies of 
the swine forward at the West than upon 
any one day in weeks. It is a most singular 
development that the greater the rise the 
more vigorous the cash demands, yet only 
singular in the respect perhaps of lard, in the 
thought that its high prices, by comparison, 
would usually modify its consumption to help- 
ing the trading in compound. Of course it is 
usual to find export orders enlarging for pro- 
visions on an advancing market in the fear 
of the shippers that they will be left upon 
filling their wants except at still better fig- 
ures, while upon reactions they will always 
take the chances. But aside from a liberal 
export movement there is no question but that 
the home consumption is increasing, and that 
this latter is likely to enlarge and be per- 
manently brisk for the next few weeks at 
least, and particularly in meats, on, in part, 
the extensive requirements for army pur- 
poses, the general Southern demands and the 
probabilities of wants for the distressed sec- 
tions in Cuba, while as concerns canned goods 
their prices have been changed twice this 
week to a substantial advance, and chiefly 
by reason of the active wants of the govern- 
ment. As concerns the general provision list 
we can see no reason for other than sub- 
stantially better prices before the new pack- 
ing, unless there should be a yellow fever 
scare again this summer. Hog products 
would go up on their merits and aside from 
any speculative fever that the country may 
continue to hold, and which has been greatly 
encouraged because it has been successful 
with wheat; while, as before remarked, it has 
just so much more money to put in the hog 
products. There have been heavy export 
movements from the Atlantic ports for the 
week, while the reports of the shipments from 
Chicago point to the export interest keeping 
up to full proportions. There have been bet- 
ter Continent demands for lard at New York. 
But the compound lard trading does not come 
up satisfactorily while its price is advanced 
only in a moderate way and no way follows 
the bulge in pure lard. There have been large 
sales of mess pork here to exporters, covering 
about 3,000 bbls. mess, while the government 


has taken 2,250 bbls. mess (not family). 
Large sales of backs and bellies have been 


made for the United Kingdom and Continent, 
particulars of which will be found in the sub- 
joined reports of the several days’ trading. 
The only article in the list of provisions that 
has not been favorably affected this week is 
city extra India mess, which had had its 
spurt for a fortnight before, and has for sev- 
eral days been quiet on a lower English mar- 
ket. There are sellers of the India mess, in 
tierces, now at $18.50. 


In consideration of the hovering about weak 
prices and the quick turn this week the sum- 
mary of the features and prices of each day’s 
trading is of especial interest. Thus on Sat- 
urday (May 9) the opening at Chicago was 7 
points lower on May pork and 2 points higher 
on July, from which there was a decline of 
17 for pork and 2@5 points on lard and ribs, 
while the close showed a loss for the day of 5 
points for pork, lard as the night before, and 








ribs 2 points higher. The large receipts of 
hogs expected had caused the easier figures; 
they were estimated for Monday as 38,000 
head at Chicago, and for all of the week there 
as 180,000 head. There were some heavy ex- 
port orders for lard filled and which brought 
about the reaction.

On 
Wednesday the receipts of hogs at the West 
were fully 93,200 head, against 83,000 head 
corresponding day last year. It was no use 
for the packers to attempt to do anything 
with the products upon this day in the way of 
keeping down the prices of hogs. Orders were 
piling in from the outsiders to pick up the of- 
ferings; the grain speculation had quieted and 
a large number of the traders were taking up 
the hog products. Then the packers took 
hold and became extensive buyers, with Cud- 
ahy and Armour especially prominent in tak- 
ing hold, and then came the most sensational 
advance in prices for one day in years, and 
which created marked excitement in New 
York as well as at the West. Pork sold up 
fully SO@S5S per barrel, lard 65 points and 
ribs 45 points, while the strongest feature 
was that the best prices prevailed at the close 
firmly; thus Chicago opened on May at 
$10.85, sold to and closed at $11.70; July 
opened at $11.07, and closed at $11.87. Lard— 
May closed at 6.52 nominal; July opened at 
5.90, and closed at 6.55; September opened at 
5.97a6.00, sold up to 6.65 and closed at 6.62. 
Ribs—May closed at 6.00; July opened at 
5.60, sold up to 6.02, closed at 6.05; Septem- 
ber opened at 5.72, sold up to 6.15 closed at 
6.12. In New York, of course, all prices were 
so much upset that the dealers hardly knew 
what to ask; thus Western steam lard was 
held up to 6.75; city steam could not have 
been touched under 6.50, while the refiners 
were not prepared to make reasonable bids. 
Refined was put up to 7.10 for Continent, 
7.35 for South America and 8.50 for ditto 
kegs; compound was held at 444@45¢. There 
were 350 tes. city lard sold for the United 
Kingdom, besides 500 boxes backs and 325 
tes. and boxes city bellies. Of city cut meats, 
sales of 16,000 TD pickled bellies, 12-ID aver- 
age, at 64,06%; 10-lD average at 64@6%, 
and 14-ID average at 6%; 2,000 pickled should- 
ers at 44€@4%, and 1,200 pickled hams at 7% 
ai. Pork was advanced to $11@$11.50 for 
mess, $11.50@$13.50 for short clear, and $12 
($12.0 for family mess, while there had been 
3,000 bbls. sold for two days for export. 

On Thursday there was a continuation of 
the excited tendency. After a few sales early 
in taking in profits prices were steered up- 
ward, and the close was 22 over the day be- 
fore on pork, 10@12 points on lard and 22 
points on ribs, with wide speculation from the 
country, and the packers, as well, good buy- 
ers. Baldwin was reported as selling early 
4,000,000 ID ribs, chiefly for September. At 
Chieago, May pork closed $11.92 nominal; 
July opened at $12.05@$12.10, sold to $12.20, 
closed at $12.10. Lard—May opened at 6.65, 
closed at 6.62: July opened at 6.62@6.67, sold 
to 6.70, closed 6.65 bid; September opened at 
6.75@6.80, sold at 6.70, closed at 6.75.

$1,600,000 FIRE IN CHICAGO. 


Chicago, May 12.—The great Armour eleva- 
tor C was completely destroyed by fire this 
afternoon. The flames spread to neighboring 
lumber yards, burned two dwelling houses 
and flat cars, and threatened still more lum- 
ber yards, as well as a gas house. For a long 
time it was feared that the gas receiver would 
explode. In the elevator were more than 
900,000 bushels of grain. Spontaneous com- 
bustion in the crib started the fire. 

Immediately after the blaze was discovered 
there was an explosion of dust. The flames 
were carried instantly to all parts of the 
building, and were soon beyond control. They 
leaped across the river and moved steadily 
across the lumber yards toward the gas re- 
ceiver, until they were within 200 feet of it. 
Fortunately, the fire was then got under con- 
trol. There was no loss of life. 

The total loss is nearly $1,600,000. Ar- 
mour & Co., had in the elevator 625,000 
bushels of corn, 100,000 bushels of wheat, 
200,000 bushels of oats, 40,000 bushels of rye, 
and 140,000 bushels of flaxseed. Their loss 
is estimated at $900,000, and is fully covered 
by insurance. The elevator building, owned 
by the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Rail- 
road Company, cost $200,000. This and a 
train of freight cars belonging to the com- 
pany, totally destroyed, bring the Burling- 
ton’s loss to $250,000. The insurance is un- 
known.

PORK AND LARD GO UP. 

Chicago, May 13.—Wheat yielded to pro- 
visions as the chief market of interest on the 
Board of Trade to-day. There was a big 
slump in the price of May and July wheat at 
the opening, while provisions continued on 
the upward boom. May wheat opened at 
$1.65, or 14 cents below yesterday's closing 
price, and closed at the same figures without 
many fluctuations. July wheat opened at 
$1.12%, declined to $1.064%4, and closed at 
$1.0814. 

There was a big trade in provisions, espe- 
cially in ribs, with lard a close second. Pork 
went up from yesterday's close—$11.87—to 
$12.20, before closing at $12.10. Lard opened 
at $6.62, rose to $6.72, and closed at $6.67. 
The rise in wheat and the searcity of the 
stocks are regarded as the principal causes of 
the higher prices in the provision market, next 
to the war.

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Ghicago Live Stock Review. 





Receipts of live stock here last week were 
50.315 cattle, 4,357 calves, 176,413 hogs and 
67.268 sheep, against 38,366 cattle, 4,590 
calves, 200,296 hogs and 74,410 sheep the pre- 
vious week; 39,985 cattle, 3,863 calves, 149,- 
393 hogs and 73,490 sheep the corresponding 
week of 1897, and 56,210 cattle, 5,764 calves, 
147.557 hogs and 75,317 sheep the correspond- 
ing week of 1896. 

Shipments last week were 18,245 cattle, 982 
calves, 24.472 hogs and 7,765 sheep, against 
14.170 cattle, 668 calves, 26,069 hogs and 8,- 
29) sheep the previous week; 13,925 cattle, 
504 calves, 29,702 hogs and 14,447 sheep the 
corresponding week of 1897, and 17,500 cat- 
tle. 189 calves, 32,207 hogs and 15,861 sheep 
the corresponding week of 1896. 

Receipts at other Western markets were: 
Kansas City, 26,200 cattle, 88,700 hogs and 
10,900 sheep; Omaha, 16,200 cattle, 40,300 
hogs and 26,000 sheep; St. Louis, 8,800 cattle, 
38,900 hogs and 6,000 sheep. 

Combined receipts last week at Chicago, 
Kansas City, Omaha and St. Louis were 
101,500 eattle, 344,300 hogs and 110,100 
sheep, against 81,900 cattle, 367,000 hogs and 
130,100 sheep the previous week; 89,200 cat- 
tle, 289,200 hogs and 141,200 sheep the corres- 
ponding week of 1897; 107,100 cattle, 270,- 
600 hogs and 118,700 sheep the corresponding 
week of 1896, and 11,200 cattle, 206,300 hogs 
and 82,500 sheep the corresponding week of 
1895. 

CATTLE.—There has been a very liberal 
run of cattle for the last week, a fact which 
has not helped the selling interest very much. 
The supply has run largely to steers, a big 
percentage of them being Western branded 
stock that have been wintered on corn. There 
is a good call for good fat, light and medium 
weight natives, a kind that is rather scarce 
just now, and while these sell up well to- 
wards the prices of last week, the general 
dressed beef, shipping and export steer mar- 
ket is dull, and 10@15c. lower than our last 
writing, the bulk selling at $4.30@$4.90, com- 
paratively few being good enough to get $5 
or better, $5.25 being the extreme top of the 
week, and this only for fancy beeves. The 
branded kinds are selling mostly at $4.30@ 
$4.50. In the stocker and feeder trade prices 
are as high as at any time this season, choice 
light selections making $4.50@$4.90, the bulk 
of fair to good $4@$4.50, and common thin 
stuff $3.50@$4. There is no material change 
in prices for cows and mixed butchers’ stuff, 
except for the best heifers, which are lower 
in sympathy with dressed beef steers. Calves 
are stronger than a week ago at $5.50 to 
about $6 for good veals, but country buyers 
are looking for steer calves and paying from 
$6@$6.50 for them. 

HOGS.—The trade still favors the seller, 
though there has peen no sharp advances in 
prices. Supplies are still liberal here and at 
all Missouri River markets, but the demand 
continues strong from packers, and the yards 
are cleared out every day with a general 
though slow upward tendency in prices, and 
the top has probably been reached for the 
present. In weight the hogs are still running 
very light, and not at all as was expected, 
showing any tendency to increase, the aver- 
age at present being about 12 ID lighter than 
at this season last year. Continued liberal 
receipts are looked for for an indefinite time. 
The bulk of the mixed medium and heavy 
weights are selling at $4.10@$4.20, good 
heavy weights at $4.25 and some fancy lots at 
$4.30. This shows an improvement of from 
10@15c. over last week’s prices. 


SHEEP.—The supply of sheep holds up at 





liberal figures. The market for light and 
handy weight sheep and lambs of good qual- 
ity is gradually working into better shape, 
but all heavy weight shorn stock and the 
wooled Colorado lambs are finding a very poor 
sale. 

Clay, Robinson & Company say: “There is 
very little demand for steers weighing over 
1,500 Tb, and in fact a 1,400-ID steer is prac- 
tically heavy enough for any purpose. The 
Boston shippers will probably use, during the 
next few weeks, five or six loads of heavy 
weight beeves per week, but this is nothing 
more than ‘a drop in the bucket’ when total 
receipts are considered. As the weather be- 
comes warmer the heavier steers will be more 
discriminated against than at present. Ex- 
porters want most of their cattle now to 
weigh between 1,325 and 1,400 Ib, and with 
killers all wanting the light-fat variety the 
hulky animals will be a drug on the market. 
One day last week we sold a load of 1,530-Ib 
branded Western steers at $5.10, and the 
same day two loads of 1,680-ID native steers 
at $5.05, and yet the latter were 25c. per 100 
Ib the best in point of quality. Their extreme 
weight was against them. As summer ap- 
proaches this discrimination will become more 
pronounced, and we urge feeders not to hold 
back weighty cattle longer than is absolutely 
necessary.” 

Mallory, Son & Zimmerman say: “The pre- 
mium paid for lard and the general advance 
in the market for provisions have caused an 
active demand from all quarters, especially 
for the medium and heavy weights. Heavy 
hogs weighing over 250 Ib are selling at the 
best prices, and those weighing under 200 Ib 
are selling at considerable discount, and we 
advise that these points be taken into consid- 
eration when operating.”

000, being within a few hundred of the rec- 
ord for that market. 

The first four months of 1898 Chicago pack- 
ers slaughtered 507,908 cattle, 35,628 calves, 
2,257,972 hogs, and 1,082,495 sheep, against 
518,955 cattle, 38,168 calves, 2,022,398 hogs, 
and 1,089,106 sheep a year ago. 

The new system of scale records and cer- 
tificates, the invention of M. F. Horine, will 
go into business operation at all stockyard 
scale houses here Thursday, May 12. It is 
very complete and seems to meet all of the 
complicated requirements.

There were 2,835 Southern cattle received 


during the month of April, against 13,000 in 
April, 1897, and 11,079 in March. The Illinois 
Central brought in 1,426, Chicago & Alton 
608, Rock Island 300, Wabash 230, Santa Fé 
126, Burlington 116 and Eastern Illinois 29. 

Cattle receipts at Chicago last week com- 
pared with a year ago, increased 10,500, 
while Kansas City decreased 1,400 and St. 
Louis 400. Speculators shipped a good many 
fat cattle from Kaneas City and Omaha to 
Chicago, our prices being much the highest. 

The Chicago Journal paid a well-deserved 
compliment to “The National Provisioner’ 
this week when it said: “ “The National Pro- 
visioner’ gets up quite a good stickful of Chi- 
cago live stock notes.” ‘The National Provis- 
ioner” thanks its contemporary for the com- 
pliment. 

The report of the State veterinarian shows 
the following result of the cuttle inspection at 
the Union Stockyards, Chicago: Inspected in 
yards, 170; passed in yards, 120; held for post- 
mortem, 50; passed on post-mortem, 40; con- 
demned as unfit for food and tanked, 10; cases 
of tuberculosis discovered on post-mortem, 4. 

The four principal Western markets re- 
ceived 344,300 hogs last week, or 22,900 less 
than the previous week and 55,100 more than 
a year ago. Chicago received 24,000 less than 
the previous week and 27,100 more than a 


year ago. Kansas City had 7,700 more than 
the previous week and 22,100 more than a 
year ago. The fact that prices at outside 


markets were nearer Chicago figures turned 
a good many hogs away from here. 

The 2,758,943 hogs received at Chicago the 
first four months of this year averaged 229 
Ib, against 238 Ib a year ago, when 2,592,347 
arrived. Average two years ago 241 Ib, and 
the corresponding four months of 1895 222 th. 

Hogs packed at Chicago last week, 157,200, 
against 179,600 the previous week and 120,800 
a year ago. Armour slaughtered 30,100, An- 
glo-American 14,500, Boyd & Lunham 8,500, 
Chicago 13,400, Continental 14,800, Ham 
mond 4,500, International 17,200, Lipton 9, 
400, Morris 5,700, Swift 21,200, Viles & Rob- 
bins 8,000, and city butchers 9,900. 

A telegram from Fort Worth, Texas, says: 
There has been quite a movement ‘of cattle 
the past week, despite the war. The Clay- 
Robinson Company, of Denver, expects to 
ship to Colorado 25,000 head of Arizona cat- 
tle during the present month. Beef from the 
Salt River Valley in Arizona is being shipped 
by Pheenix butchers to El Faso, Texas. The 
beef is alfalfa fed, and commands a good 
price, about 10c, per 100 Ib over grass fed 
animals. Col. Boyce, manager of the XII. 
ranch, near Amarillo, sold 8,000 two-year-olds 
at $30 per head. They were for May deliv- 
ery. Capt. Goodnight, of Goodnight, Texas, 
the only breeder of buffalo in the country, re- 
ports that he expects more buffalo calves this 
year than any season since he has had his 
herd domesticated. He has now something 
over forty head in his mammoth pastures in 
the panhandle. 
The Chicago Inter-Ocean has the following 

say about Texas cattle: In December, 
1887, Texas beef stock sold in Chicago at 
$2.40 per 100. In December, 1897, it sold at 
$3.85; to-day it brings $4.40@$4.50. Range 
cattle in December, 1887, brought $2.90, and 
in December, 1897, they brought $4, with a 
steady upward movement year by year for the 
entire ten years. The average price for na- 
tive Texas range cattle for the past twenty 
years has been $3.75 per 100 in the Chicago 
market. The average weight of Texas beeves 
has also increased. In 1891 the average 
weight of choice Texas steers was 981 tb, and 
in December, 1897, they reached 1,122 Tb, as 
an average of the shipments of the month. 
In March of the present year they went still 
higher, tipping the scale at 1,256 ID for choice 
Texas beeves regular during the month as an 
average weight.

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The sensation of the week on the Board of 
Trade has been the failure of Robert Lind- 
blom & Company, one of the biggest and 
most prominent firms operating here. Mr. 
Lindblom has been a consistent bear on the 
wheat situation, and states that he lost $2,- 
000,000 since Leiter’s May deal began. On 
Monday he was asked for $40,000 for mar- 
gins, and being unable to respond he made 
an assignment to the Royal Trust Company. 
No definite statement of the affairs of the 
firm can be made for at least a week. Lam- 
son Bros. have taken over about 8O per cent. 
of the trades existing at the time of the fail- 
ure. 

Secretary George F, Stone of the Board of 
Trade on Tuesday said the proposed clause in 
the War Revenue bill, taxing dealings in fu- 
tures or options, would, if carried into effect, 
rest with great weight on the business of the 
Board of Trade. The clause which has been 
agreed to by the Senate committee consider- 
ing the bill, is as follows: Every transaction 
in a bucket-shop, every sale in a produce or 
grain exchange or wheat pit, and every deal 
made in futures or options of any sort, must 
be made on written memoranda, and each of 
these memoranda, to be legal, must have a 
2-cent stamp affixed thereon. The proposal 
is practically a renewal of the most obnoxious 
feature of the famous Hatch bill, which the 
Board fought through two sessions of Con- 
gress a few years ago, and ultimately de- 
feated. The counsel of the Board informed 
that body during the progress of the fight 
that the bill was unconstitutional in its pro- 
visions. “My attention has not been called 
to the measure before,” said Mr. Stone, “and 
I am unprepared to say much about it, more 
than it is hard to see how it can be carried 
out without greatly hampering business, The 
Board has taken no action in the matter, It 
hasn’t heard of the proposition, and I am un- 
able to say what it will do.”

of the packinghouses. In the afternoon, an 
Arabian procession, balloon ascension, etc., 
and ball game and bicycle races. In the 
evening there was exhibited an electric 
pageant, which was a veritable dream of 
fairyland. A description of the packinghouses 
which are responsible for this celebration 
would not be amiss. 

The first packinghouse established. in St. 
Joseph, Mo., was a small concern founded 
by David Pinger in 1853. Then Hax & Krug 
operated a plant for a short time. It was not 
until two years later that another attempt 
was made and again were the Kruge identi- 
fied with the movement, the firm being com- 
posed of Henry Krug, William Krug and G. 
C. Hax, under the name of Henry Krug & 
Co. Soon after others were established—the 
Missouri Valley Packing Co., Hax & Bro., 
S. S. Connett & Bro., Fowler Bros and 
Smith, Farlow & Co., some of which were 
soon discontinued. 


THE ST. JOSEPH STOCK YARDS. 

The stockyards were opened Dec. 1, 1887. 
Mr. C. B. France was president and Mr. 
Charles Cameron the general manager. 
Among the directors at that time were such 
names as John Donovan, Jr., Samuel Nave, 
Henry Krug, Jr., C. B. France and J. B. 
McNeely, men well-known for their large busi- 
ness experience, ample capital and successful 
careers. Soon after the opening of the yards 
a packinghouse was erected and leased to Al- 
lerton & Co., of Chicago, for a period of five 
years. In 1893 this plant was sold to Viles 
& Robbins, and it has been in successful op- 
eration ever since. In 1891 a small beef pack- 
inghouse was built by the Stockyards Com- 
pany and leased to the Anchor Packing Co. 
This plant was subsequently sold to the St. 
Joseph Packing & Transportation Co., which 
has since gone out of business. In 1892 an- 
other packinghouse was built, and the John 
Moran Packing Co. began business. This 
company failed in 1894; the plant was re- 
purchased by the Stockyards Co., from whom 
it was leased and occupied by Swift and Com- 
pany until the opening of their present plant, 
when it was sold to the G. H. Hammond 
Packing Co., who will oceupy it, and perhaps 
rebuild. In July, 1896, the Stockyards Co. 


rapid and sure. In July, 1897, Nelson Morris 
& Co., of Chicago, purchased a large block 
of the Stockyards Company. 

In January, 1898, the new Stockyards Co. 
was organized—resulting in the following of- 
ficers and directors being elected: G. F. 
Swift, of Chicago, president; John Donovan, 
Jr.. of St. Joseph, vice-president, treasurer 
and general manager; E. C. Vaughn, of Kan- 
sas City, secretary, and Ed Morris, of Chi- 
cago; O. M. Spencer and E. Lindsay, of St. 
Joseph, directors. The yards will be im- 
proved and extended. The new portion will 
be 3,100 feet long and 500 feet wide, of which 
1,000 will be used for cattle and 1,500 for 


3,500 cattle and 5,000 sheep daily, and gives 
employment to 1,500 people. 

This plant embraces 16 separate buildings, 
or departments, and outside of the Chicago 
plant, is the largest operated by the company. 
No expense was spared, the object being to 
have the best of everything. 

The engine room occupies a floor space 124 
x72 feet, and contains two cross-compound 
engines of 700 horse power. These engines 
are used for driving 21 generators, which sup- 
ply power to the entire building. The power 
is distributed to the various conveyors, ele- 
vators, hoists, grinding and cutting machinery, 
ete., by insulated wires, separate motors be- 
ing used with each machine or group of ma- 
chinery. Thirty are and 1,100 incandescent 
lights are operated on the same circuit. The 
switchboard is of marble, 26 feet long, and 
was erected by the Westinghouse Co., of 
Pittsburg. The ice plant, which is also situ- 
ated here, is the largest ever built in America. 
It has a cross-compound condensing engine 
actuating two double-acting ammonia com- 
pressors, and can turn out 700 tons of ice 
daily. 

Next to the engine room is the boiler house, 
68x52 feet. In it are 31 Babcock & Wilcox 
boilers, capable of developing 1,000 horse 
power. A steel smokestack, 182 feet high and 
8 feet in diameter is the marvel here. 


A signal apparatus distributed over the 
plants, rings an alarm in case of fire any- 
where on the premises. Nearly a mile of hose 
is distributed through the buildings, and 
each building is provided with a large stand- 
pipe and hose connection on every floor. 

The Oleo House is 65x72 feet, five floors 
high. Here butterine is made. The Bone 
House, 74x81 feet, six floors high, is an im- 
posing structure. 


The slaughtering houses, especially the Hog 
Killing House, are remarkable. This house 
is 145x50 feet, with six floors. The first floor 
is used for general purposes, the second for 
tankage, the third for the rendering tanks for 
lard and tallow, the fourth for cleansing offal, 
the fifth for slaughtering and cleaning hogs 
and the sixth for handling hog casings.

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HINTS TO PACKERS. 


The whole success of the killing department 
depends upon an efficient and watchful fore- 
man, Who cannot afford to leave important 
matters to the tender mercies of the gang. 

To lay out a gang to kill a stated number of 
hogs is a matter well nigh impossible to put 
down on paper. Facilities for fast killing vary 
so much in different houses that comparisons 
in this case are certainly out of the question. 
One house can handle the same quantity of 
hogs in less than half the time taken by an- 
other. 

The expense of killing should never exceed 
five cents per hog in primitive houses. In 
modern establishments, supplied with up-to- 
date machinery, the work is done as low as 
one cent per hog. 

A killing gang should be made up as follows: 
Shacklers, hoisters, sticker, dropper, scalder 
and assistants, machine tender, spot-knockers, 
header, gambreller, gutters, shavers, bung- 
gut trimmers, small-gut pullers, tonguers, gut 
splitters, ham facers, lard pullers, markers 
and splitters, and as many assistants as the 
house ealls for. One house, for example, 
might handle 1,500 to 2,000 hogs with 35 or 
40 men; another might need more, and still 
another might do the work with less. A case 
has been cited where 90 men and boys put 
through 900 hogs in one hour. 

The shackler should keep his pens well filled 
with hogs and do his work deftly and surely. 
The best shackle to use is the one that is least 
liable to dislocate hams. 

The hoister should avoid jerking the hogs 
hoisting, and should that the bar is 
kept well ahead of the seald tub, giving the 
hogs sufficient time to he well bled. 

Stickers should instructed 

shoulder sticking, as it is only

lessness that this happens. 

The scealder usually has his tub at 140° F., 
but this is purely at his discretion, as the con- 
dition of the hogs and the rate of killing has 
much to do with this matter. 

The sticker sees that his helpers seald backs 
and legs. 

There are several scraping machines on the 
market well spoken of. Some of these are 
horizontal and others vertical, the two kinds 
being used in leading houses. 

After the hog has passed through the scrap- 
ing machine he is attended to by the “spot- 
knockers,” or scrapers, who divest him of any 
hair missed by the machine; thence he goes 
to the header, tonguer and gambreller, and 
from them to the gutter. The science of hog 
slaughtering begins with the operation of gut- 
ting. 

An expert gutter, say, handling 1,000 hogs 
per day, ought to save 90 per cent. bung guts 
from fair sized hogs, and not cut any small 
guts in opening. 

In some houses there are as many as four 
gutters, with perhaps in the neighborhood of 
1,000 to 1,500 each to gut. In smaller houses 
one man might gut 1,500 with the assistance 
of a “snatcher.” 

From the gutter the hog passes to the shav- 
whose duties are to thoroughly shave 
hams, sides and shoulders; thence through the 
washer to the ham facer and lard puller, 
marker and splitter, following that to the chill 
room,

At the gut bench the bung-gut trimmer sep- 
arates the gut at the source and strips the fat 
to the crown, inspects for scars, and turns 
same over to the turner and trimmers. 


In pulling small guts some foremen try to 
economize by having one puller handle just 
as many hogs as he possibly can. 
great error, and the results 
from a financial view point.

An extra puller 
and stripper is not an expense, but a great 
saving. It is said that there is altogether too 





much carelessness in many packinghouses in 
the matter of guts. 

Properly handled, four hogs will yield one 
pound of cured No. 1 casings, worth about 25 
cents, which on 1,000 hogs amounts to $62.50, 
less, say, two cents per hog for handling, 
leaving a net result of $42.50. This is a 
rough estimate by way of illustration. It can 
at once be seen that instead of allowing the 
small guts to go to the tank, where they yield 
next to nothing, it would be a profitable in- 
vestment to have two pullers on every 1,000 
hogs. 

Bung guts, when trimmed and _ turned, 
should be placed in vats, or other receptacles, 
with plenty of ice, so as to make sure that 
they are thoroughly cooled off. 

It is important after bung guts have been 
put into receptacles, that they be stirred fre- 
quently to prevent their lying in solid masses, 
thereby causing them to turn “black.” Such 
black guts cannot afterward be bleached, and 
they are considered very objectionable in the 
trade, and consequently of less value. 

Offal and “refuse guts” (those left after the 
extraction of the small and bung guts) should 
be split either by hand or machine or hashed, 
as the case may be, in order to better extract 
the refuse. 

So-called “dark” and “off-color” lard is of- 
ten due to the careless manner in which guts 
and offal are washed. 

It should be a special point with every fore- 
man of killing gangs to see that guts, ete., are 
thoroughly washed and that a continual sup- 
ply of clean water be used. 

Some houses wash guts by hand, others in 
machine. 

Water for washing purposes by the 
killing gang, in passing to the sewers, carries 
away considerable fat, if some precaution is 
not taken to prevent 

It well pays packers to give close attention 
to apparently trifling matters such as wash 
grease, there being a considerable profit 
in tankage and other residues when properly 
handled,

CHROME GLUE. 


Some novel uses of chrome glue are pointed 
out by Prof. Schweizer, in Textil Zietung. As 
is well understood, such glue is known to con- 
sist of a moderately strong gelatine solution, 
5 to 10 per cent. of the latter, to which about 
one part of acid chromate of potassium in go- 
lution is added to every five parts of the gela- 
tine. This mixture possesses the property of 
becoming insoluble by water, through the ac- 
tion of sunlight, under partial reduction of 
the chromic acid, a property which is advan- 
tageously utilized in photography. One of 
Prof. Schwiezer’s experiments consisted in 
coating both fractures of a glass as uniformly 
as possible with the freshly prepared solution, 
pressing them together, and fixing them in 
this position with a cord; upon exposure to 
the sunlight, the cylinder glass was found to 
be firmly united after a few 
water failing to dissolve the 
glue, and the fracture was scarcely notice- 
able. In the production of waterproof tex- 
tures, chrome glue is likewise of utilitarian 
value, this being especially the case where a 
certain degree of tightness is no drawback. 
The fabric, after having been put in a frame, 
only requires painting one to three times with 
the hot chrome glue, and then to be exposed 
to the sunlight or daylight.

W. H. Hunter, the colored capitalist of 
Owensboro, Ky., has sold his ice plant, known 
as the Ohio Owensboro Ice Manufactory, to 
purchasers in the Owensboro for $15,000. 

—The business men of Wichita, Kan., will 
build an ice plant of their own. This com- 
mittee was appointed to obtain estimates on 
the cost of machinery: B. L. Eaton, Jacob 
Eckart, Otto Hellar, William Kelchner and 
N. Steffen. 

—The Lexington Avenue Ice Co., of New 
York, has been incorporated with a capital of 
$100,000, to manufacture ice, carry on rinks, 
ete., and operate cold storage. Directors— 
Everett H. Barney, Springfield, Mase.; W. B. 
Stevens, Jr., J. B. McGuire, Henry Stanton, 
New York; John D. Allen, Philadelphia. 

-It is reported from London that arrange- 
ments have been completed for the erection 
of an extensive cold storage and ice-making 
plant at Douglas, Isle of Man. The contract 
for the company has been placed. The capital 
of the company, we understand, is £10,000 
($50,000). Mr. James 8S. Brown, director of 
the Manchester Patent Ice Co., will be chair- 
man of the Board. 

—The Australian Government intend to 
carry out several public works, including a 
scheme for the irrigation of the country, for 
the erection of cold storage depots, and for 
the opening up of the inaccessible parts of 
the colony, at the aggregate cost of over 
¢2,000,000, which will be raised locally 
at the rate of £750,000 annually.—London 
Meat Trades’ Journal. 

—Groesbeeck, Tex., May 7.—Col. Rod 
Oliver, president of the Groesbeeck National 
Bank, and owner of the Groesbeeck cotton- 
seed oil mill, has surveyed a route to the 
Navasota River, a distance of about four 
miles, for the purpose of laying a pipe in or- 
der to utilize the water in manufacturing ice. 
He proposes to put in an ice plant and there- 
by utilize his power in summer as well as 
winter. 

—Already $30,000 has been subscribed for 
the erection of an ice plant under the control 
of the Rochester (N. Y.) Retail Butchers’ As- 
sociation.

REFRIGERATION IN RUSSIA. 


The most recent field for refrigeration is 
the Russian market. One of the principal 
companies engaged therein has already or- 
dered four or five of its vessels to be fitted 
with refrigerating plant by Messrs. J. & E. 
Hall, Dartford, Kent, England, and two or 
three other companies engaged in the Baltic 
trade are about to follow suit. The develop- 
ment of this trade will also necessitate the 
establishment of refrigerating or cold-air 
stores at the principal Russian Baltic ports, 
and at Libau there is already a small store 
of this kind in use—American Trade.

MODERN SOAP MANUFACTURE 
AND THE BEST PLANT TO USE—1I. 
BY A SOAP BOILER. 

The next room is the “melting house,” 
which should be open to the roof, and ven- 
tilators placed the full length of the ridge of 
the roof. Several long tanks should be let in 
the ground floor at a level with the floor. The 
following is a very good size to adopt—3 feet 
6 inches deep, 4 feet wide, 12 feet long. The 
tanks should be crossed with bars of angle 
iron strong enough to carry a ton cask, and 
placed some 18 inches from each other. A 
steam pipe is carried along the back of these 
tanks, and from this main steam pipe are 
branched three steam pipes for each tank, and 
fitted with brass joints to enable them to be 
moved in different directions, and open ends, 
so that they can be lifted upwards into the 
bungholes of the casks to blow them out. 
These tanks should be boxed in so that the 
melting house will not be full of steam dur- 
ing the time casks are being blown out. To 
box them in a light iron framework is erect- 
ed, to which are fixed plates of sheetiron. The 
framework should, of course, be made longer 
and wider than the tank used, and the whole 
front should form a door. The top of the door 
is hinged to the framework, and the bottom 
of the door is lifted and held up by means of 
a chain passing over an overhead pulley. The 
door can thus be lifted up out of the way. The 
top of the framework should be shaped to 
meet a funnel about 18 inches diameter to 
earry the steam into the ridge of the roof. The 
steam taps to turn the steam into the casks 
should be outside the framework. Between 
two of these tanks we have the pump for 
pumping the melted tallow and oil into the 
soap boiling pans. This pump may be self- 
contained or belt-driven. The pump should 
be a vertical one and the cylinder brass lined. 
Taps should be fitted to drain the cylinder 
after pumping. It is also a good plan to have 
a steam pipe fixed to the cylinder, so that 
steam can be turned on any time to melt any 
hard substance that may have formed. The 
pipe from the pump to the boiling pans should 
slope downwards towards the pump, and a 
tap fitted near where the pipe is connected to 
the pump so that the pipe can bé drained af- 
ter pumping. ‘The pipe from the pump to the 
blowing-out tank should end 2 inches from 
the bottom of the tank with a perforated 
socket. 

We now leave the blowing-out and pump- 
ing plant, and next come to the lye tanks, 
which should be level with the ground floor. 
I should recommend three lye tanks, so that 
two may be cooling while the other is being 
used. These tanks should have perforated 
false bottoms; the false bottom should be 18 
inches from the tank bottom, to allow for 
lime deposit and to hold the caustic soda sus- 
pended in the water during the time it is be- 
ing boiled into the water. A steam pipe 
with an open end is led over the side of the 
tank, and under the false bottom, to boil the 
contents of these tanks. A fresh water tap 
has also to be fixed over each of these tanks. 
To convey the lye from these lye tanks into 
a large overhead tank in the soap boiling 
room, a lift injector or rotary pump may be 
used. Now, the resin casks should be lifted 
up to the second floor by means of a crane 
and rolled against the soap boiling pans, to 
be broken up and thrown in.

All the machinery of the Mansfield (Ohio) 
linseed oil mills is being shipped to Buffalo,

be put in active operation, but would be used 
more for a storage depot. 

The Sumter (8S. C.) Cotton Oil Mill has shut 
down for the season, having crushed all the 








seed on hand and disposed of all the meal 
manufactured, and more than 500 tons be- 


sides, that was purchased from mills in other 
parts of the State. This mill has had a very 
prosperous and successful season. A portion 
of the oil made was shipped direct to Europe 
and sold to refiners in France and Germany, 
and the returns were so much more satisfac 
tory than from the sale made to domestic re 
finers that next season arrangements will be 
made to ship all the oil to Europe. The oil 
shipped to Busene netted between 2 and 3c. 
per gallon more than the oil sold in this coun- 
try. 
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WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Quotations are by the gallon, in barrels, in New 
York, except for crude in bulk (tank cars) which ear 
the prices at the mills. 


It had been many months since the cotton 
oil dealers had passed through so long a spell 
of dullness as has been observed with them 
latterly, yet through it all they have been 
very confident that the position would ulti- 
mately turn their way. They had based their 
ideas partly upon the belief that the provision 
market would be higher in the long run and 
that in its effect upon compound lard that 
eotton oil would get a marked benefit. But 
aside from that the oil was looked upon as 
good property, and perhaps so mainly from 
the statistical position, as there is no question 
but that there is less oil to be Kad here and 
over the South than usual at this time of 
year, and that even with only an ordinary 
consumption that the stocks would be used 
up before the new crop. It had been impos- 
sible to get other than small lots of prime 
yellow here at 24 for some few days before 
the middle of this week, and large lots were 
not to be had under 24%. But on Wednes- 
day with the sensational advance in provis- 
ions, a rise in lard greater than has happened 
upon any one day in years, the oil traders be- 
gan to wake up. Some of them had a little 
25 oil to sell, and they let it go, and it was 
not possible to get over that, while bids were 
scarce over 2414; yet the principal holders be- 
gan talking 26, and declining to sell under 
that price, while others felt that there was a 
good promise of higher prices developing ear- 
lier in the season than had been looked for a 
little while since, but that it chiefly rested 
upon the permanency or otherwise of the pro- 
vision firmness. But the feature to prevent 
an absolute support of any held prices of the 
oil is the difficulty of selling it at present to 
exporters on the great scarcity of freight 
room this side of early June, and not much of 
it then to be had. The only offset to this as 
relates to carrying prices of the oil immedi- 
ately to some of the high figures that have 
been looked for is the possibility that with a 
continued upward movement in the hog prod- 
ucts that as cotton oil is looked upon as good 
property that speculative interest may be di- 
rected to it. There is no question but that 
the trade is counting upon much higher prices 
before the season closes for oil and that any 
pause meanwhile from suspended export in- 
terest they do not regard with material con- 
cern. The consumers of lard are hanging to 
the pure product for a longer time than had 
been looked upon ae likely with its advanced 
prices, yet the compound is beginning to have 
more attention and is at higher prices. It is 
believed that there is more of a business at 
the West in compound lard, while there is no 
doubt but that there are much larger and very 
active demands for the beef fat products 
which take up a good deal of cotton oil, and 
this is shown not only in the larger takings 
of oleo stearine and its decidedly higher 
prices, but from the fact that the Western re- 
finers have been picking up any of the oil 
they could get hold of at prices not regarded 
as extreme. The consumption of cotton oil 
for the beef fat products, which have been 
more and more taking trade from compound 

















lard, and to some little extent from pure lard, 
is an item of considerable moment if it is to 
show itself at this time on the moderate hold- 
ings of oil, and will make more or less of a 
factor in connection with the export trading 
and the general otherwise home consumptive 
demands. All of the foreign markets keep 
very strong, but they are not advancing in the 
degree to permit them as yet to pay the cur- 
rent higher prices here for the oil in connec- 
tion with the high cost of ocean freight room 
even if it were possible to get accommodation 
of the latter in a prompt way. Cotton oil is 
not greatly dependent upon the war trouble; 
if it is prolonged it would possibly be influ- 
enced through the additional rise in the pro- 
vision market from any advance which the 
latter will probably make from their statisti- 
eal positions and outside export demand, but 
in the event of an early outcome of peace the 
oil would maintain its tendency to better fig- 
ures from the situation of its supplies and the 
well recognized wants of foreign and home 
markets to the new crop season. It must be 
recollected that the South has been pretty 
well gone over for supplies by the Western 
refiners; that there is very little of the oil 
left at the near Atlantic mills or in Texas, 
and that the Mississippi Valley only has large 
holdings, while there has been as well some 
desire to buy there, and which is usual at 
this time of year by the leading companies, 
although they have been a good deal hindered 
by the confidence of essentially all of the mills 
over prices. Then the New York stocks, held 
in store, are less than their average for this 
time of year, and they are confidently kept 
there for the most part for developments and 
anticipation of higher markets later on. Some 
of the foreign markets are more anxious over 
June delivery, and are bidding, but find the 
prices held too high for them. The Western 
refiners have paid 17 for crude in tank cars 
at some of the Atlantic mills; they have met 
164%46@17'% in the Valley and have bought al- 
together about 30 tanks. The New York mar- 
ket has shown sales of 3,000 bbls. prime yel- 
low at 24@25, and 25@25% for June, while 
600 bbls. butter grade brought 271446@28, and 
400 bbls. white 27. About 1,000 bbis. winter 
yellow sold at 28%@29. There is little off- 
grade yellow to be had here, while it would 
bring within 4c. of the price of prime. There 
is a great scarcity of crude here, and there 
are no settled prices for it, while strictly 
prime crude is becoming in smaller supply 
daily at the South. There were 2,250 bbls. 
prime yellow ordered for export this week. 


On Thursday the market further felt the 
influence from the advanced lard prices, and 
with the belief that compound lard must soon 
come into more prominence with buyers and 
at higher figures to enabling the refiners to 
pay more for the oil. The refiners have been 
sending word over the South to see what they 
ean do in getting the oil, but have found very 
unwilling sellers. There were 1,000 bbls. 
prime yellow sold in New York at 25, and 300 
bbls. ditto, a special lot, at 26, while 25 is 
bid further, and 254%4@26 asked, with few sell- 
ers under 26. A lot of 5 tanks crude at an 
Atlantic mill was obtained at 17, but that 
price is further bid and up to 18 asked. On

BLISTERS ON PATENT AND HAR- 
NESS LEATHER—HOW TO 
PREVENT. 


The different ways and means adopted late- 
ly in the tanning and currying of hides have 
revolutionized the old-fashioned 
notions this trade. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, German contemporary, the re- 
sults are not always satisfactory, and every 
now and then inferior leather is put on the 
market, which does not come up to the stand-

to such an extent that inferior material, by 
reason of its high class finish and taking ap- 
pearance, finds a ready sale. Such leather, 
however cheap it may be, comes very expen- 
sive in the end, as all sorts of defects appear 
when put in work or if stored for any length 
of time. One of these defects is the so-called 
“blistering” or sweating, very common with 
black harness leather, and not infrequent 
with other kinds of blackened saddlery leath- 
er. 

According to the grain this sweat can be 
divided into two classes—the resinous and the 
white soapy sweat. Any saddler will have 
noticed that some leather, stocked for a time, 
has become coated with a resinous, dirty sub- 
stance in the shape of small spots, which are 
exceedingly difficult to remove, and for which 
he could not account. It is only with great 
difficulty that these spots can be removed by 
hard rubbing, scraping, etc., and if the leather 
is then put by for any length of time they ap- 
pear again and again. The causes of this 
may be of different nature, but they all have 
their origin in the fat used in the dressing 
process. In most cases the oily substance in 
the leather itself is the primary cause of it. 
However careful the maker may be, he has 
to rely on the honesty of the supplier of the 
oil, which is frequently adulterated with oils 
obtained from plants, like cotton oil, etc. 
There inferior ingredients do not combine 
properly with genuine animal oil and tallow, 








and oxidization takes place inside the leather. 
The grease appears through the pores and 
remains on the surface in the form of a resin- 
matter. Heat favors this oxidization, 
and experience shows that leather exposed to 
the displays these defects in a more 
marked degree. The heat produced in stock- 
ing leather has the same effect. 

To. prevent this curriers should none 
but first-class fats, which should be properly 
mixed. The best way to mix it up is to mix 
tallow, degras and pure oil. The 
leather should not be greased too freely, and 
it should not The sad- 
dler, the other hand, should store the 
leather in a room, protected from the 
sun, and should shift and air the bales from 
time to time.

The white sweat, mostly appearing on the 
black harness leather, is easier to remove by 
simple rubbing, and is only noticeable on the 
side where the The blacking is 
mostly the cause of it, as a good many of 
them contain soda and ammonia in high pro- 
portions. Should the leather not be properly 
cleaned of fat on the porous side it is most 
difficult to make the substance used in black- 
ing the hides adhere properly, necessitating 
frequent application of the coloring sub- 
stance. To save themselves a great deal of 
trouble the workmen simply use a great quan- 
tity of soda and ammonia, which absorbs the 
fat and makes the blacking substance stick 
immediately. The soda, however, enters the 
pores, and coming in contact with the fat in- 
the leather up a chemical 
which in time produces a kind of soapy grease, 
which on the surface through the 
pores. This forms a white coating, which is 
more intense the greater the quantity of soda 
used in the preparation of the hide. To pre- 
vent this saddlers should inspect their hide 
from time to time and rub them well. If the 
coating is very thick it is advisable, prior to 
rubbing, to apply a little oil

Another good way to remove this sweat is 
to rub the skin on the grain side with a mix- 
ture of spirits of wine, petroleum and am- 
monia in equal parts, and let it dry for some 
time. Then wipe over with warm linseed oil 
and polish up with shellac.

TRANSPARENT LEATHER. 


According to a recent German patent, in 
order to make hides transparent and horn- 
like, the skin is heated in oil, vaseline or fat, 
without any previous tannage. The skin thus 
treated assumes a horny structure, to which 
a glassy appearance can be given by polish- 
ing. The skin becomes thicker during the 
heating; the length of time necessary for the 
heating process depends upon the structure 
and resistance of the skin. When thus treat- 
ed, the skin is pressed, dried and polished. It 
is almost transparent, and any degree of 
toughness can be imparted to it; it can be 
shaped into any desired form and treated in 
any convenient manner to produce articles of 
commercial value. It is almost incombustible, 
and can be used in place of celluloid, horn and 
wire, and can be used in electrical work to 
replace hard rubber, being cheaper and more 
durable.

If you can’t remember the name 
just think of fluke worms, beef and pork 
measles, say “Cyst!” on your way to the 
slaughter house to buy fresh meats and you 
will not be far out. ~ There are thirty-four 
families of these deadly parasites which those 
who advocate thorough slaughter house in- 
spection hope to discover.

‘THESE ARE HORRIBLE THINGS. 


Dr. Fromholzer, the Sheldon (N, Y.) health 
officer, has formally made shocking charges 
to the Bureau of Animal Industry in regard 
to the sale of diseased cows after they have 
heen officially condemned. If these charges 
upon investigation prove be true to 


to as 





Sheldon and about East Buffalo, they will 
doubtless lead to disclosing similar practices 
all over the United States. Many towns in 
Western New York have received these cows 
from the Buffalo stockyards with the con- 
demnation tag of the United States at East 
Buffalo in their ears, After careful investi- 
gation, Dr. Fromholzer thus wrote to Wash- 
ington: 

“Dr. D. E. Salmon, Bureau of Animal Indus- 

try, Washington, D. C.: 

“Dear Sir—During March, 1898, a drove of 
cows was brought here from Buffalo. Three 
of these died, one of which had a tag in one 
of her ears marked ‘U. 8S. Condemned, 217,- 
014.’ Dr. Sevenster, V. S., and I made post 
mortem on two of these cows. The lungs ot 
both studded with tubercular nodules, the 
lung of one cow containing quite a number of 
vomicue. We have specimens of both these 
cases in alcohol. Being health officer of the 
town of Sheldon, I sent Dr. Sevenster to Buf- 
falo to look up the tag No, 217,014 in the record 
of the United States Inspector's office. The 
doctor says that opposite the above number 
he found the word ‘pregnancy,’ and that he 
had been informed that the cow had passed 
the tuberculine test. Dr. Sevenster is at 
present treating cows from the same drove, 
which two cows have the same symptoms as 
the other three had. 

“Did they have tuberculine at the 
Buffalo inspector’s office? Or are such cows 
fraudulently sold after their condemnation? 

“Can any cow with the U. 8S. condemned 
number be sold at all for butcher or dairy 
purposes ? 

“Can we obtain trustworthy tuberculine for 
testing the other sick cows? If so, how, and 
where? 

“Mr. Daniel Redden, East Java, N. Y., 
bought one of the cows April 9th. The cov 
died on the 20th. Her lungs were highly tu- 
bercular. Is Mr. Redden obliged to pay for 
that cow?

through the Buffalo stockyards. Out of fif- 
teen cows bought at the yards on March 28, 
three have died of tuberculosis and eight are 
dying. Daniel Redden, a Java farmer, bought 
six cows on April 8 of J. Hyman, who sold 
them on commission for Gus Kelver, All the

SCHWARZSCHILD & SULZBERGER CO. vs. 
MATHEWS. 

This case just decided is of great interest 
and concern to the retail trade everywhere: 

Schwarzschild & Sulzberger Company v. 
Mathews. N. Y. Supreme Court, Special 
Term, Part V., May 3, 1898. Assets Fraud- 
ulently Transferred — Action—Attachment- 
Execution Not Returned. Action to reach 
assets fraudulently transferred. The action 
Was an attachment, and the execution was 
issued on April 8, 1897, and was never re- 
turned. Lawrence, J. I am of the opinion 
that the plaintiff does not bring himself with- 
in the cases cited by him as to his right to 
maintain this- action. When the execution 
was issued on April 8, 1897, the attachment 
was merged in it, an attachment being good 
only up to the time of the final judgment 
and the issuing of execution thereon, 52 N. Y. 
181. The mere delivery of an execution to a 
sheriff without any levy by virtue thereof, 
during its life, does not justify him in seizing 
the debtor’s goods after the return day. The 
writ then ceases to be of any force, and all 
rights of the sheriff are at an end, 54 N. Y. 
97. Now, it appears in this case that the 
execution was issued on the plaintiffs’ judg- 
ment on the 8th day of April, 1897. The 
time for returning the execution has long 
since passed, and it has not been returned. 
The action cannot be said to be one, there- 
fore, brought after the return of an execution 
unsatisfied to reach assets fraudulently trans- 
ferred by the judgment debtor. Nor is it 
an action to reach tangible assets which have 
been fraudulently transferred by the judg- 
ment debtor where the execution of the judg- 
ment creditor is still outstanding and where 
the fraudulent transfers form an obstruction 
in the way of enforcing the execution. The 
execution is still in the hands of the sheriff, 
but as the time for its return has expired, he 
has no tuthority to make a levy under it, 
54 N. Y. 97; 60 N. Y. 161; 48 Hun. 55s. 
Complaint dismissed. 

PTOMAINE POISONING. 

The family of ex-Sheriff N. V. Weller, of 
Towanda, Pa., had pressed corned beef for 
supper Monday evening and as a result Mr.

are suffering from effects of ptomaine poison- 
ing, says yesterday’s Athens News. All three 
were taken violently ill soon after supper with 
cramps and vomiting. Dr. Holeomb was sum- 
moned and his timely efforts relieved the suf- 
ferers so that their condition to-day is greatly 
improved. 

Mrs. Weller, although she partook very 
sparingly of the meat, has had the hardest 
time of any of the three, and has been com- 
pelled to keep her room.
